REPORT OF PUBLICITY COMMITTEE 
FLOOD C0MTR0L BOND ELECTION! 


T h e 
following 
report 
was read 
b y 
J . L. M a t t h e w s , chairman of publicity 
for the flood control bond election a t 
t h e m e e t i n g of tho Associated Chambers 
of 
t h e San 
Gabriel 
Valley, 
held 
in 
Covina 
on Tuosday 
evening 
of 
this 
week: 


Daily- and weekly 
newspapers 
out­ 
side of Los Angeles city in tho county 
of LOB Angeles, won the uphill 
fight 
for the authorization of the flood con­ 
trol bonds a t the election last Febru­ 
ary. 
Splendid 
work 
on the part 
of 
individuals was of material assistance, 
a n d 
campaign 
literature 
prepared b y 
this 
committee 
helped t o spread 
the 
facts of the proposed project, but the 
sentiment in favor of tho bond 
issue 
w a s crystalizcd by the generous open­ 
ing of the columns of tho press of the 
county. 
I n the name of tho publicity 
committee I t h a n k e d these newspapers 
in a communication to each of 
them 
a t the successful close of the campaign, 
and in this report I again w a n t to em­ 
phasize 
t h e 
tremendously-important 
p a r t played by the local press of the 
county. 


T h e 
publicity 
committee 
spent $[),- 
703.32 of contributed 
funds, an 
item­ 
ized report of which has been made by 
t h e treasurer of the general committee. 
This included the expenses of printing, 
salaries of publicity writers nnd work­ 
ers, field men, the distribution of 534,- 
000 
pieces of 
literature 
and 
100,000 
postal cards, and paid 
advertisements 
in Los Angeles city newspapers. 


T h e newspapers outside of Los An­ 
geles county gave this campaign 
over 
800 columns of free 
publicity, 
almost 
entirely of a 
favorable 
nature. 
The 
Los Angeles newspapers gave us both 
favorable nnd unfavorable 
publicity. 


In addition 
to the preparation 
and 
distribution of this vast amount of lit­ 
erature, the publicity 
bureau also ar­ 
ranged for the holding of one, two or 
three meetinga a night, and 
provided 
speakers for the same. 
L e t t e r s 
were 
also prepared and mailed to every bank­ 
er, doctor, lawyer, minister, teacher and 
official* 
of 
women's 
organizations 
in 


tho county. 
These letters on authority 
were signed b y prominent members of 
tho respective professions favorable to 
the 
flood 
control 
movement. 


I n addition to this work, men qual­ 
ified for the work visited all the lead 
ing 
r e t a i l ' merchants 
of Los 
Angeles 
county, and secured from them 
signed 
letters requesting the cooperntion of the 
wholesalers of Los Angeles city. 
Over 
1000 letters of this character were se 
cured. 
The colored population of Los 
Angeles city w a s also reached by per 
sonal letters signed by leaders of their 
own race. 
It should be understood that 
all 
these 
letters 
were 
prepared 
nri< 
mailed from tho office of the publicity 
bureau, 
as 
previous 
experience 
lias 
taught us that only by this method can 
we be assured that the work is accom 
plished. 


The 
fight V a s a plain 
division 
be­ 
tween the interests of the county out- 
sido of the city of Los Angeles, and tin 
business interests of Los Angeles city. 
Wo won the campaign in spite of the 
bitter 
opposition 
of 
very 
largo 
busi­ 
ness interests in the city; in spite of 
tho cold displeasure! of the Los Angeles 
city chamber of commerce; in spite of 
the interference and opposition of the 
Municipal League of Los Angeles. 
The 
combined 
forces of the great 
city of 
Los Angeles 
were arrayed 
against us, 
and we won on the merits of the proj­ 
ect. 


I hove been engaged in public affairs 
in this county iit various ways for more 
t h a n t w e n t y 
years, and I wish to go 
on record in this report to the effect 
that this is the first time in the last 
t w e n t y years that a county project has 
been put into effect against the wishes 
of Los Angeles city. 
We are grateful 
to l.os Angeles city for many 
things 
beneficial to the county as a whole, and 
cheerfully give that city credit for the 
upbuilding of the county in 
common 
with the advance of the great

seat, but in the question of flood con­

That they must he sold to the people on a basis of w 


they cost in stock—not on the basis of what it might cost to 
replace the articles after sold. 
The jobber or wholesaler can 
no longer hold goods in his possession, waiting for a rise in 
value. 
He must add a reasonable profit to the cost price of 
the goods, and sell at that<*pricc. 
It does not matter if he has 
had certain goods in his warehouse for several years 
or a 
year, or six months, or three days—he must sell at a margin 
over and above the cost of the goods at the time he bought 
them.

The reason w h y this report w a s not 
Bent out sooner is a very* practical ouV?. 
Aftor t h e authorization 
of t h e bonds 
by the people, t h e validity of t h e bond 
election w a s a t t a c k e d by enemies of the

control movement, and t h e elec­ 
tion has been h a n g i n g in t h e courts of 
California since t h a t 
time. 
To place 
this report in t h e hands of the public

These i n v i t a t i o n s were printed, b u t 
never sent out, because the a t t a c k w a s 
made by enemies of flood control, and 
the election was t h r o w n into the courts. 
The fate of t h e election is still in t h e 
hands of the courts.
